Evangelical Church 


CELEBRATED 
SUNDAY. 


Brief Sketch of the Founding of the 


Church and Its Steady Growth 


As Read by Rev. Dr. Malliek, Who 


Has Been Its Beloved Pastor for 


the Past Seven Years. 


Services at the German Evangeli- 


cal chuoh yesterday wera of a com- 
memorative character, it being tbe 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding 
of a branch of that faith in Ports- 
mouth. Services wero fceld botb 
morning and evening, the German 
Methodist 
congregation 
omitting 


tbeir evening services in order to at- 
tend. Tne pulpit was banked with 
palms and potted flowers, wbile tbe 
huge organ was fairly covered with 
vines and flowers, the windows 
being likewise filled with blooming 
plants. 


Ttie church was filled, a num- 


ber of ministers from neighboring 
towns, including Rev. Digel,of Mas- 
silon, were in attendance. Rev. Mr. 
Digel delivered' a powerful sermon 
from the text Psalms 33-21: "Evil 
shall slay the wicked, and tbey that 
bate tbe righteous shall be deso- 
late." It 
was expected that he 


would remain during the entire day, 
but a telegram announcing the death 
o! a brother member of the synod 
caused him to leave at 2 o'clock for 
home. 


In the evening tbe church was 
filled to its capacity. Rsv. Mr. Hen- 
nege, of Waverly, occupying the 
pulpit, assisted by Rev. Mr. Renicko, 
o/Chillicothe. 
The music was a special feature 


and was under the direction of the 
organist, Mrs. Geo. Kah, who had 
arranged a program ot pleasing num • 
bers. The brass horn quartette oi 
Kah,Hulick, Kah and Bferling ren- 
dered some difficult selections, the 
umsio being a novelty in so far as is 
applied to church muaio.

Rev. Mr. Malliek, who has been 


pastor of this church lor seven years, 
read a history of tbe church for the 
past fifty years, the following being 
an abstract: 


In 1S3S Portsmouth was a small

The old building was largely damaged 


by the Simpson flour mill fire, but" was 
immediately rebuilt. The floods of '83 
and '84 delayed the work on the new 
church, and it was decided to postpone 
work indefinately. 
However, after a 


short delay extending to 1886, work Was 
then began, the corner stone being laid 
on Aug. 15, 1886, and one year later 
saw the handsome edifice completed. 
It cost, all told, 123,000. In 1889 Rev. 
Dieterle waa the pastor assisted by Rev. 
Schleifer, at 
that time a divinity 


student. 


In 1891 a parsonage was built, ad- 


joining the church, at a coat of $3,700. 
In 1891 Mrs. Albert Zoellner resigned 
as organist, and was succeeded by Miss 
Emily Brombacher, now Mrs. Geo. Kah. 
Rev. Dieterle was succeeded by the 
present pastor, Rev. A. Malleck, who 
has served the congregation seven years. 


The current expenses of the church 


are about $1,600 a .year. The elegant 
pipe organ that graces the church, cost 
$2,000. The recent renovating of the 
interior, the new carpet, etc., cost $700, 
this coat being largely met by the young 
women of the church, -who have labored 
long to accumulate the amount. The 
congregation is in splendid spiritual aa 
well aa financial condition, and has a 
bright future before it.

Three 
water buffalo, an animal used in the 
Philippine Island! ai a beast of bur- 
den by the natives, also attracted 
attention. They are the largest in 
America.
